I.— AREA  OF  COUNTY,  NUMBER  OF  SCHOOLS,  ETC. 

The  West  Suffolk  Education  Committee  is  responsible  for  all  the  public  elementary  schools  in  the 
County,  except  those  in  the  Borough  of  Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  which  has  a  separate  Education  Authority. 

Acres,  390,914.  Approximate  number  square  miles,  610.  Distance  North  to  South  of  County,  average 
27  miles.  Distance  East  to  West  of  County,  varies  from  17  to  28  miles.  Population,  Census  1911, 

116,914.  Number  residing  in  boroughs  and  urban  districts,  43,858.  Number  residing  in  rural  districts, 

73,056.  Density  of  population  to  the  square  mile,  191.  Total  number  of  schools,  169;  accommoda¬ 
tion,  22,665  children.

Staff. — This  work  is  combined  with  that  of  the  Public  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Departments,  the 
staff  of  which  consists  of,  Medical  Officers  2,  Nurses  3.  Clerks  3.  During  the  year,  H.  L.  Hopkins,  M.D., 
D.P.H.,  was  allowed  to  volunteer  for  service  in  the  Army,  and  was  killed  in  France  on  September  19th, 
1914.  His  loss  was  very  much  felt,  as  he  appeared  to  l>e  one  of  the  most  brilliant  junior  medical  officers 
in  the  Public  Health  Service.  R.  M.  Courtauld,  M.D..  D.P.H.,  has  been  appointed  as  his  successor, 
and  commenced  his  duties  on  January  nth,  T915. 

II. -  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

These  are  Set  out  in  the  S.M.O.  Annual  Report  for  1913,  and  have  not  been  altered  during  the  period 
under  consideration,  except  that  the  work  of  the  School  Nurses  has  been  regularly  undertaken  throughout 
the  year. 

III. — ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  FOLLOWING  UP;  and  IV.  RE  EXAMINATION. 

These  have  not  been  materially  altered  since  last  year  ( Vide  Report). 

V.— NUMBER  OF  CHILDREN  INSPECTED. 

During  the  Inspection  Year  which  ended  on  the  31st  December,  J914,  the  children  inspected  con¬ 
sisted  of  those  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  leaving  and  entering  school,  together  with  children 
presented  for  inspection  at  various  intermediate  ages,  for  whom  no  record  of  previous  Medical  Inspection 
could  be  traced.  The  children  in  respect  of  whom  cards  had  been  marked  with  a  brass  clip,  “  re-exam¬ 
inations,”  were  also  inspected,  and  other  children,  known  as  “Selected  cases,”  were  presented  at  the

This  comprises  boy  en¬ 
trants,  344;  girl  entrants,  384;  boy  leavers,  351;  gir!  leavers,  431  ;  boys  examined  at  intermediate  ages, 
745;  girls  examined  at  intermediate  ages,  733;  boy  re-examinations,  625;  girl  re-examinations,  659; 
boys  examined  as  selected  cases,  30;  girls  examined  as  selected  cases,  33.  Number  children  examined 
during  1913,  7,405;  during  1912,  3,617. 

N.B. — The  figures  for  1913  and  1914  show  a  considerable  disproportion.  This  was  caused  by  in¬ 
cluding  children  examined  up  to  the  31st  March,  1914,  in  the  figures  for  the  previous  year,  in  order  to 
make  a  complete  report.

VI.— ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  TREATMENT.  (Vide  Table  II.) 

The  treatment  of  defects  discovered  at  Medical  Inspection  include  those  made  with  private  practi¬ 
tioners.  This  is  a  private  arrangement  by  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  children. 

Medical  practitioners  working  single-handed  in  country  districts,  point  out  the  great  difficulty  which 
they  have  in  getting  treatment  for  cases  requiring  the  assistance  of  another  practitioner  for  the  purpose  of 
administering  anaesthetics  or  to  render  similar  help.

VII.  HOSPITAL  TREATMENT. 

Hospitals  have  been  resorted  to  for  the  treatment  of  defects,  and  for  operations,  especially  for  the 
nose  and  throat.  The  Hospitals  available  for  this  purpose  are  especially  the  West  Suffolk  General  Hos¬ 
pital,  Bury  St.  Edmund’s,  95  beds  (for  the  centre  of  the  County);  St.  Leonard’s  Hospital,  Sudbury,  14 
beds;  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital,  Cambridge,  148  beds  (serving  the  children  residing  in  the  South  and  West 
of  the  County) ;  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  2x0  beds  ;  the  Mildenhall  (8  beds)  and  Thetford  (6  beds) 
Cottage  Hospitals  (for  children  residing  in  the  North  and  West  of  the  County),  and  the  East  Suffolk  and 
Ipswich  Hospital,  133  beds  (for  children  residing  in  the  East  of  the  County). 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  records  of  these  Hospitals  do  not  always  offer  a  reliable  index  to  the 
amount  of  work  which  was  done  there.  For  instance,  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  West  Suffolk  General 
Hospital  for  1914,  only  35  cases  of  Tonsils  and  Adenoids  appear  as  having  received  treatment,  whereas  the 
number  of  notices  for  these  defects  issued  during  the  year  was  302,  and  in  109  cases  it  is  reported  that 
steps  were  taken  to  deal  with  them.  From  the  statements  made  by  parents,  who  say  that  their  children 
have  obtained  treatment  in  the  West  Suffolk  General  Hospital,  the  number  is  thought  to  be  very  much 
larger. 

Some  children  were  taken  by  their  parents  to  London  Hospitals,  including  cases  of  Cleft  Palate, 
but  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  owing  to  the  use  of  civil  hospitals  for  military  cases,  it  has  been  found 
increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  treatment.  As  there  are  still  8  cases  of  Cleft  Palate,  which  are  known  to 
be  untreated,  throughout  the  County,  some  of  which  are  children  of  considerable  age,  it  is  hoped  that  it 
will  be  possible  to  get  these  cases  dealt  with  in  the  near  future. 

VIII. -  TREATMENT  BY  THE  COUNTY  MEDICAL  STAFF. 

During  the  year  1914  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Medical  Staff  to  examine  the  eyes  of  children 
in  schools  for  spectacles,  and  for  the  extraction  of  carious  teeth.  Under  this  scheme  every  child  whose 
eyesight  was  not  normal,  either  as  the  result  of  an  examination  by  the  Medical  Staff,  or  as  shown  by  a 
rough  test  applied  by  the  Head  Teacher,  had  the  opportunity  of  having  its  eyes  tested  by  the  Medical 
Officers,  for  spectacles.  In  addition,  every  child  had  an  opportunity  of  having  any  defective  teeth  re¬ 
moved.  The  whole  of  this  work  was  done  in  the  Schools  attended  by  the  children  who  were  dealt  with. 
The  following  table  shows  the  work  which  was  done,  under  these  headings,  up  to  the  19th  June, 
1914:—

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A  scheme  was  sanctioned  by  the  Education  Committee  which  provided  for  the  services  of  a  part- 
time  Dentist,  in  one  of  the  areas  in  the  Countv,  so  that  a  commencement  might  be  made  with  a  scheme 
for  filling  teeth.  Owing  to  the  war  this  portion  of  the  scheme  is  in  abeyance. 

A  School  Clinic  has  been  opened  at  Sudbury,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  Education 
Committee  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  spectacles  for  children  whose  parents  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  them. 

IX.— TREATMENT  BY  NURSES. 

Particulars  of  the  commencement  of  this  scheme  were  given  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1913,  and 
further  experience  of  this  work  has  been  obtained.  The  following  are  the  statistics  of  work  undertaken 
by  the  Nurses  since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme: —

As  usual  at  the  commencement  of  work  of  this  kind,  some  complaints  were  made  by  parents,  who 
were  very  angry  on  account  of  uncleanly  conditions  being  discovered  in  their  children.  Complaints, 
however,  from  this  source  are  becoming  much  less,  and  very  high  appreciation  has  been  expressed  by 
several  mothers  because  their  children  are  now  being  protected  from  the  troubles  arising  from  contact  with 
dirty  children. 

X. -ASSISTANCE  FROM  TEACHERS. 

Very  valuable  assistance  has  been  obtained  from  teachers,  both  in  the  actual  inspection,  and  in  the 
following  up  of  cases  found  to  need  treatment,  and  the  Medical  Officer  has  to  record  numerous  instances 
of  special  help  which  was  given  by  teachers  in  order  to  help  him,  especially  during  the  time  that  the  work 
was  being  done  single-handed.  As  there  has  been,  in  some  instances,  a  withdrawal  of  children  from  in¬ 
spection,  by  the  parents,  some  very  valuable  assistance  might  be  rendered  by  the  teachers  by  lessons  on 
medical  inspection,  and  perhaps  with  a  practical  demonstration,  showing  children  exactly  what  is  being 
done. 

Medical  Officers  very  often  have  a  considerable  amount  of  trouble  when  examining  children,  because 
they  do  not  open  their  mouths  properly,  for  an  examination  of  their  throats,  or  breathe  in  a  proper  way 
when  their  chests  are  being  listened  to.  Very  valuable  assistance  might  be  afforded  by  teachers  giving 
practical  demonstrations  on  these  simple  subjects. 

Attention  is  again  drawn  to  the  difference  which  exists  between  cleanliness  of  the  children’s  hands, 
and  persons,  found  in  different  schools,  which,  in  many  instances,  seems  to  be  a  reflection  on  the  per¬ 
sonality  of  the  teacher. 

XI.  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medical  Officer. 

All  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  promptly  notified  to  the  Office  and  the  Local  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  by  Teachers,  and  unless  the  report  contains  anything  unusual,  many  outbreaks  of  infectious 
disease  are  dealt  with  by  advisory  letters  to  the  Head  Teachers. 

/ 
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In  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria,  the  practise  is  being  continued,  of  the  school  being  promptly 
visited  by  one  of  the  School  Medical  Officers,  the  children  of  the  affected  class  being  minutely  examined, 
swabs,  if  necessary,  being  taken  in  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  visits  are  paid  to  the  houses  of  those  chil¬ 
dren  in  connection  with  whom  no  satisfactory  reason  is  given  for  their  absence  from  school.  The  results 
of  these  visits  have  been  in  some  cases  verv  striking.

XII.  —LABORATORY. 

The  work  in  connection  with  this  Department  is  included  in  the  County  scheme,  arrangements  being 
made  for  examinations  of  swabs  in  cases  in  which  Diphtheria  is  suspected,  and  of  the  hair  in  cases  of  sus¬ 
pected  Ringworm.  During  1914.  351  nose  and  throat  swabs  and  9  specimens  of  hair  were  examined. 
The  greater  part  of  this  number  was  in  respect  of  school  children.

XIV.  SANITATION  OF  SCHOOLS. 


It  had  been  hoped,  as  a  considerable  amount  of  arrears  of  work  had  been  caught  up  during  the  early 
part  of  1914,  to  have  devoted,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  some  amount  of  time  to  the  inspection  of  school 
buildings.  The  war,  however,  entirely  upset  these  arrangements. 

Attention  can  again  be  drawn  to  the  comments  made  on  this  subject  last  year.  It  is  quite  common  for 
School  Managers  and  Teachers,  and  other  Sanitarians,  to  devote  special  attention  to  certain  defects 
in  connection  with  school  buildings,  entirely  failing  to  realise  that  the  spread  of  disease  in  schools  arises, 
chiefly,  from  personal  infection.  Attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  very  great  evil  of  crowding  together  in 
schools  for  oral  lessons,  and  I  regret  to  state  that  this  practice  still  appears  to  be  very  widely  prevalent. 
Some  classrooms,  when  visited,  are  not  as  fresh  as  they  ought  to  be,  an  attempt  being  made  to  raise  the 
temperature  of  the  room  at  the  expense  of  a  highly  vitiated  atmosphere. 

Teachers  must  also  remember  that  although  they  may  be  unsuccessful  in  teaching  a  child  geography, 
or  the  dates  of  the  Kings  and  Queens  of  England,  they  will  be  rendering  very  considerable  service  to  the 
State,  if  they  teach  it  to  be  clean,  and  they  ought  to  be  able  to  do  this.  It  is  useless  for  Sanitary  Authori¬ 
ties  to  attempt  to  advocate  a  higher  standard  of  life,  if  children  in  the  scho'ols  are  not  taught  the  first 
principles  of  cleanliness,  and  an  example  set  them,  by  care  and  attention  to  school  buildings. 
Ill-kept  sanitary  conveniences  are  certainly  no  object  lesson  upon  which  to  found  a  sound  education,  and. 
offices  in  which  no  paper  is  provided,  are  certainly  not  capable  of  illustrating  the  lessons  which  they  ought. 

During  the  vear.  the  Education  Committee  decided  to  prohibit  the  indiscriminate  use  of  disinfectants 
on  school  premises,  realising  that  these  substances  may  be  used  to  attempt  to  hide  a  smell,  which  is  really 
a  danger  signal,  requiring  the  removal  of  highly  offensive  human  excreta. 
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Properly  constructed  Sanitary  conveniences,  if  kept  clean,  should  not  smell  offensively.  It  is  of 
course  quite  possible  to  destroy  disease  germs  by  strong  chemicals,  but  in  many  cases,  this  is  not  an  easy 
matter,  and  requires  the  prolonged  contact  with  some  powerful  disinfectant,  in  a  much  stronger  solution 
than  would  be  likely  to  be  used  in  the  cleansing  of  sanitary  conveniences.  When  Lord  Lister  discovered 
that  wounds  were  infected  by  germs,  a  school  of  thought  was  founded  by  him  in  which  chemicals  were  used 
to  destroy  the  infective  material  in  wounds,  but  this  policy  has  lost  ground  considerably,  and  now  much 
more  attention  is  paid  to  cleanliness,  and  the  use  of  these  chemicals  is  being  discontinued  with  advantage. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  sometimes,  in  schools  where  the  water  supply  is  limited,  disinfecants  may  be 
needed,  but,  in  every  school  there  should  be  some  provision  for  washing  hands,  and  this  water,  carefully 
used,  should  be  capable,  in  the  smallest  school,  of  being  sufficient  to  flush  the  urinals.  During  the  hottest 
month  of  the  year  the  school  is  usually  closed.  Where  there  is  only  a  short  water  supply,  much  more  might 
be  done,  in  many  schools,  in  conserving  rain  water. 

XV. -  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION  GRANTS. 

The  amount  of  grants  payable  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  West  Suffolk  on  account  of  Medical 
Inspection  was  ,£258  8s.  rod.  for  the  year  1914,  as  compared  with  ,£155  is.  iod.  for  the  year  1913, 
towards  an  expenditure  of  .£738  and  ,£458  respectively. 

During  1913  the  expenditure  by  the  Education  Authorities  of  England  and  Wales  on  the  work  of 
medical  inspection,  etc.,  amounted  to  ,£285,993  9s.  id.,  and  the  total  grant  received  from  the  Board  of 
Education  was  ,£125,830  185. 

XVI. — MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACT,  1913.  ( Vide  Tabic  VIII.) 

Owing  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  on  April  1st,  1914,  Head  Teachers 
and  School  Attendance  Officers  were  asked  to  furnish  returns  of  any  children  whom  they  thought  to  be 
mentally  defective.  89  were  returned;  of  these  55  had  been  examined  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  County  Council  made  arrangements  for  three  children  of  school  age  to  be  admitted  into  an  insti¬ 
tution  for  Imbeciles. 

XVII.  GENERAL  RELATIONSHIP  TO  THE  HYGIENE  OF  CHILDHOOD. 

During  the  year  very  important  steps  have  been  taken  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Local 
Government  Board,  in  attempting  to  do  more  for  children  under  school  age.  These  measures  are  largely 
the  result  of  the  discoveries  which  have  been  made  of  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  many  children  who 
enter  school,  and  the  Central  Authorities  hope  in  future  that  the  Local  Authorities  will  commence  their 
duties  by  carefully  supervising  the  provision  of  Midwives,  who  will  pay  more  attention  to  the  expectant 
mother,  with  a  view  of  arranging  for  the  birth  to  take  place  under  as  favourable  conditions  as  possible. 

When  the  child  is  born  it  is  hoped  that  advice  and  assistance  will  be  given  to  the  mother  in  rearing 
it,  and  provision  made  for  the  proper  treatment  of  infantile  defects. 

During  the  occupation  of  this  district  by  troops,  within  the  last  few  months,  opportunity  has  been 
given  for  seeing  something  of  recruits,  and  for  discussing  their  condition  with  Military  Medical  Officers,  and, 
if  it  were  desirable  to  prove  the  necessity  for  effective  inspection  and  treatment  of  children,  such  proof 
could  be  obtained  from  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  some  of  the  young  men  who  wished  to  be  soldiers.  We 
are  perhaps  far  from  the  end  of  this  great  war,  and,  when  we  remember  that  each  year  we  find  about  300 
children  less  in  the  schools  in  the  County  from  various  causes,  and  we  realise  that  we  are  sacrificing  so  much 
valuable  life  capital  of  this  nation  on  the  battlefield,  it  will  be  absolutely  necessary  to  pay  more  particular 


attention  to  those  children  for  whose  care  this  Education  Authority  is  responsible,  and  it  is  important,  in  this 
connection,  to  remember  that  Education  should  be  almost  synonymous  with  nurture.  People  very  seldom 
realise  that  even  in  a  county  like  this,  the  cost  of  fitting  a  child  as  a  wage-earner,  for  nine  years’ 
Education,  amounts  to  ^32  8s.  per  child,  which  is  paid  by  the  State,  and  that  making  an  allowance  of 
2s.  6d.  per  week  as  the  cost  of  the  child  to  its  parents,  for  14  years,  this  represents  ^91,  making  a  total  ex¬ 
penditure  of  ^122  8s.  for  each  child.  When  we  look  at  a  boy  or  girl  about  to  leave  school,  and  remember 
that  it  represents  this  cash  value,  it  sometimes  seems  that  the  finished  product  does  not  represent  any  very 
great  asset  to  the  nation. 

It  is  therefore  worth  while  to  reflect  as  to  whether  perhaps  a  more  judicious  expenditure  might  not 
yield  very  much  better  results.
